«4. inme vested by the constitution, as governor of the state of 
Mississippi, I do hereby convene the legislature, and require ` 
the members thereof, to assemble in the town of Jackson, 
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the seat of government for the state, ¢ on the third Monday m 
April next. i

Mr. Coffee gave notice that on to-morrow he will ask 
leave to introduce a bill to be entitled “ an act to prohibit 
the introduction of slaves as merchandize within the limits 
of this state.”

Mr. Brown gave notice that on Monday next, he will 
introduce a bill to be entitled “an act to divide the state 
into congressional districts.” 
| On motion of Mr. Fulton, 

The house took a recess of fifteen minutes. 

The house having resumed jts session, the following mes- 
sage was received from his excellency the governor of the 
state: 
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Gentlemen of the Senate, 
and House of Representatives: 


The unexampled pecuniary embarrassments of our State, 
and the earnest solicitude expressed to me by many of our 
fellow-citizens, by petition and memorial, imposing upon 
me the duty, as I conceived, of convening you at a time 
anterior to that at which you were to have met upon your 
own adjournment, having been briefly noticed in the 
proclamation calling you together, I will proceed to state 
‘more at large the views by which I was influenced, and the 
objects sought to be accomplished, by the intervention of 
your authority and action, in this unprecedented crisis of 
our affairs. 

I regretted extremely the existence of any circumstance 
that appeared to call for, or to impose upon me the necessity 
of this measure, fearing that it might create an improper 
alarm and distrust, calculated to affect injuriously the 
characteér,.good faith, and credit of this community. Under 
ordinary circumstances, this objection would have been con- 
clusive; but the peculiar state of our finances, cut off as we 
are from the usual moneyed facilities, and the impending 
distress, coupled with a high sense of duty, placed the 
question of expediency upon other and higher considera- 
tions. After due reflection upon the subject, and the bear- 
ings of the measure, I was induced to adopt the course 
pursued—more with a view of affording an opportunity for 
the action of your body, by which relief may possibly be 
extended, than for the purpose of recommending or pressing 
any particular project of my own; and, however difficult 
and discouraging the task before you, I was not disposed, 
by withholding the call, to preclude a trial. I shall 
rejoice if, through your interposition, something may be 
effected that will afford relief, and at the same time carefully 
avoiding any act that can properly be construed as impair- 
ing the obligation of contracts—to quiet and put to rest any 
erroneous apprehensions that may have gone abroad, cal- 
culated to weaken the confidence so justly due to the high 
character of the State and its institutions, and which I am 
sure you will take great pride in sustaining. 

There is nothing, however oppressive, in thé present state 
of things, that should induce us to give place to gloomy 
forebodings; on the contrary, I have no hesitation in ex- 
pressing my entire confidence in the great resources, the 
enterprise, and recuperative energics of the. community 
being amply sufficient, in a short time, to redeem and release 
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‘us from the existing embarrassment; 'ánd that, ere long, 
confidence and credit will not only be re-established, but 
placed upon a better and more stable basis than it has been 
for years. i ‘ 

The immediate object is to alford such facilities as may 
enable debtors to satisfy the executions against them, by 
anticipating the coming; crops, so as to «prevent the sacrifice 
of property; and it is for you, -gentlemen, to devise and 
adopt the proper mode of effecting this purpose. 

Ihave thought of some arrangement with the banks, as 
‘presenting the best, if not the only practicable mode of 
relief. Under this impression, I addressed a circular to the 
presidents of the several banks of this State, (a copy of 
which accompanies this communication,) earnestly inviting 
them to attend at the seat of government, for the purpose 
of accelerating any arrangement that may be agreed upon. 

The issue of post notes, payable at thirteen months, or at 
a shorter period, drawing interest, has been suggested, 
under the impression that they would be received by credi- 
tors at their par value; and that the operations of the banks 
would not be crippled, or their credit impaired by such 
issues until their maturity, and a failure to redeem them— 
that the bank could, and should be, amply secured by the 
borrower. And in order to give greater credit and validity 
to such notes, I suggest the propriety of their being made 
receivable in payment of all claims and demands due the 
State. . 

Whether any scheme of this character can safely be prac- 
tised upon, or whether there are insuperable obstacles in 
the way, is for yon and the officers of the banks to decide. 
Among others, the objection has been raised, that such 
notes would immediately sink below their real value— 
that such depreciation would subject the banks to the 
charge of having been instrumental in aggravating, rather 
than diminishing the mischief under which the commu- 
nity labors from a deranged currency.

lt is freely admitted, and the objection may be made to

principles of our free institutions—its enforcement too, 
t alw a be attended with difficulty. Under such im- 


pressions, I voted in convention against tbe clause impos- 
ing the inh iit ‘ion; and under different cireunistances, look- 
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ing to its general operation, I should certainly still oppose it. 
Bat in legislating under our complex system of government, 
we are often constrained from the force of circumstances, 
or iue necessity of the case, to forego the pursuit of a prin- 
ciple, although correct in the abstract, to obtain a practical 
benefit. Under these considerations, in connection with 
tpe present aspect of affairs, and regarding the injanction 
of the constitution as imperative, it seems to me that the 
experiment should be made, and may safely be ventured 
upon; and the more so, because, if its operations should not . 
produce the desired effect, the remedy of repeal may readily 
be resorted to. 

Tuere is another circumstance that has operated most in- 
jurioesly upon this community, to which 1 will here take 
ocension to advert—under the grinding, withering, and bit- 
ir cifects of which, many of our citizens are now writhing. 
I allude to the high rate of interest we have been compel- 
led to pay for money, and the almost entire dependence tu 
which we have been*subjected, in order to raise it on any 
terms, upon bills drawn on and accepted by the commis- 

- sion houses in other States. The lare extousive tallures, in 
New Orleans particularly, cuts off mony facilities, aud we 
are now thrown back upon our own resources. Univria- 
nately for the country, our banks are large creditors to these 
houses, and the interest of the inslitutions requires of them 
to sustain as far as possible their sinking fortunes, in corse- 
quence of which,in addition to their suspendeu domestic debi 
incurred upon protested notes, they are now unable to sus- 
tain the planting interest by extending iuriber accommoda- 
tions so much needed. These facts, and ine consequences 
to which they naturally lead, are too apparent io be longer 
overlooked; nor can they fail to press upon your minds, the 
immense advantages to be derived irom a well regulated 
State policy. 

We are fully competent to manage all our commercial 
operations within our own borders; and so long as we con- 
sent to be tributary to, or dependent upon, a large, monopo- 
lizing, and in some respects, a foreign emporium, we may 
expect to experience the disasters with which we are ai 

| present visited. 

It is readily conceded, that we have indulged too freely 
in this ill-advised bili operation. But it must also be 
admitted, that our banks declining to discount notes. 
except to a very limited amount, and at a short period, or 
to purchase domestic bills, has measurably forced it upon 
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us. Under the impressiom that the banks may safely deaf 
in such bills to a considerable extent, and that it would. 
afford to the planters of the interior particularly, great ac- 
commodations, I recommend the repeal of the law imposing 
damages on. foreign bills returned; and that damages be 
imposed on domestic bills protested for non-payment. 

Í can conceive of nothing that will co fully and effectu- 
ally promote the gencral interest of the State, as the 
Vigorous prosecution and completion -of the rail-roads now 
in progress; and nothing that will tend so, directly to re- 
Heve us from this sort of tributary dependence under which 
we labor in the sale of our cotton, and in the making 
moneyed arrangements. The creation of various market 
places; the establishment of extensive business houses; 
and the concentration of capita], mast afford the necessary 
facilities to a great extent: thereby creating a competition 
ef which our cilizens may avail themselves, by selling at 
those poinis, or shipping their cotton abroad, as circumstan- 
ces may seem to require. "But the advantages to result 
from this policy have frequently been urged; and I forbear 
now to enlarge upon them. My object in touching the sub- 
ject on this occasion, is to call your attention to the propriety 
and importance of extending every.encouragment and aid, 
that can properly be done, to.accelerate the progress and 
consummation of the works, as a measure calculated 
to effect the greatest and most lasting benefits to the 
couniry. 

Among other sources of grievance of which we at 
present complain, and which has contributed to augment, 
and threatens still to inerease our embarrassments, is the 
great accumulation of costs on suits brought upon bills of 
exchange and endorsed notes. At present, although there 
can be but one recovery, still the costs occur against each 
and every individual, in all suits brought upon such secu» 
rities. It is certainly within your competency to regulate 
this matter, and prevent this injurious and oppressive accu- 
mulation of costs. In other States, 1 am informed, that 
legislative action has remedied this evil; and without 
attempting-to devise any particular mode, I barely bring 
this subject to your view, and invoke the enactment of such 
a law as will remedy the evil. 

There is another matter to which I beg leave to call your 
attention. The general elections taking place on the first 
Monday in November, precludes the possibility of our 
members taking their seats in-Congress, until some two cz 
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three wceks after the time fixed for the meeting of that 
body. This delay, and the. possible injury that may result 
to the interests of the State, seems to require an amend- 
ment of the provision of the constitution fixing the time of 
hólding our general elections. 

- Having thus, gentlemen, in addition to the recommenda- 
tions made in my previous communications, briefly submitted 
such measures as 1 conceived worthy your attention and 

” action, and the views by which I have been influenced, I 
have only to tender my co-operation in all measures calcu- 
lated to promote the general interest.

Upon this subject, it is difficult to conceive, with the con- 
stitution for our guide, how a different opinion can be form- 
ed, unless the idea is entertained, that members of the le- 
gislature are mere county officers, liable for wilful neglect 
of duty, to punishment or indictment by the grand jury, and 
trial by a petit jury, and upon conviction thereof, to remo- 
val from office; an idea too preposterous to be entertained

In entering upon the investigation of a subject so inti- 
mately connected with the peculiar situation in which our’ 
country is placed, by the eral and alarming embarrassment 
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which now every where prevails, your committee hare 
been led, almost insensibiy, though necessarily, into a wider 
range of inquiry, than they originally contemplaied; but 
have engeavered lo keep wholly aad singly in view, the 
est, the safesi, and the most substantial pian for the gene- 
ral relief of our citizens. Itisadmitied, on all hands, that 
throughout the commercial world, but more particularly in 
every portion of the United States, a pecuniary pressure 
prevails, unparalleled ia the annais of modern history; and 
in the opinion of your committee, will require the com- 
bined efforts of the siatesman, the philosopher. and the 
financier, to arrest the impending storm which threaten us; 
to direct the streams of commerce inio their. proper cham- 
nels; and to place the relations of debtor and creditor 
upon their true basis. G 

_ Among ihe various plans which have suggested them- 
selves to the consideration of yeur committee, there are 
none, Which in their opinion, wiil contribute. more to the ai- 
tainment of these desirable resalis, than the invitation of a 
branch of the Pennsylvania bank of the United States into 
cur own state, io be located at Jackson, the seat of govern- 
ment, {as being the most central and proper location waich 
could be made,) witu such capilal, not exceeding ten mil. 
liens of dollars, as the parent bank might think proper is 

designate, . 

Before entering fulig upon the grounds upon which your 
committee have predicated their opinions, they would most 
respeciinily premise a few of the leading causes, which 

‘they conceive have brought about this desperate state of 
things; for they cannot bring themselves to the belief that 
they are atiributable to the existence of any single cause. 
but to ihe combination of many, which could not have been 
weil forescen, even by the eye of the most sagacious and dis- 
cerning. An inordinaie desire in the public mind lo en- 
ter into large and precarious speculations; the sudden and 
almost unexampled rise in the value of properly, resulting 
irom purchasing on the credit system; the large ameunt of 
floating capital which has been diffused through the cour 
try, in the shape of doubiful currency; the numerous bank- 
jng facilities, which from the consiant creation of banks 
within the siate, the people had a right to expect, were `: 
at best, calculated to place them in that critical attitude in 
which, by a sudden revulsion of this state of things, they 
must be doomed to suffer inevitable and almost irretrieva: 
ble ruin. i , 
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Your committee are of opinion that in’ many instances,’ 
¿and this they conceive to bé one of them,) the most appro- 

‘priate method of curing anevil, is not by a too sudden and 

abrupt removal of the cayses which:have produced jt; but 

like the practice of the skilful physician, while the causes 

wf the disease should. never be regulated, he will remove 
them by such a process, as wil enable them, by a judicious 

use of. the power of stimulants, to prevent bis patient from 

sinking into’collapse. This they conceive to be an anala- 

gous case lo the one they are investigating; and although. 

as they have before alleged, a too general’ diffusion of 
floating capital has doubiless been one ef ‘the causes of the 

present distress—bvy indúcing a sysiem of overtrading 

among aH classes of our citizens—yet, that instead of entire- 

ly shuiling up thé vaults of oar banks, and drying up at once 

the channels end even the fountains from whence all their 
means and and resources bave flowed, it is, from the verv 

nature of the dilemma in which they are placed, absolutely 

indispensable to tUleir very exisfenec, that these facilities 
should pot be too suddenly withdrawn. `, 

Your committee believe, that to the industrious and eco- 
nomical planter, that is all that is necessary ió "enable Lin 
te surmount those pecuniary embarrassmenis which so imi- 
vently threaten the desolation of our heretofore ourishing 
‘community. The main and most certain relief of car 
country, resis upon ihe resources of the agricultural in- 


terests; and nothing but a sufficient time for thei: prope: ` 


development is necessary to. reduce, and even extinguis- 
ile heavy burthen cf debts which al present exist; restore 
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public confidence. and mutual forbearance between citizen > 


and citizen; and finally, re-establish that happy and flourish- 
ing condition of our domestic, agricultural and commercial 
relations which has heretofore marked and distinguished 
their progress. . i = 

Your committce are aware, that many unyielding preju- 
‘dices were honestly entertained against the old United 
' States bank, and ¿hey are not prepared to say, ihat none ot 
ihe features of its charter were cbjectionable; but they de 
nof deem it. incumbent on them now, af this late day, when 
its existence has terminated by iis own limitation, to. go 
into. an inquiry, either as to the constitutionality or *éxpe- 
diency of its original «creation, much less of the general 
benefits and counteracting evils which ii was said to diffuse; 
bat they must be constrained to say, and to urge as a fact 
upon the consideration of the house, that during the long 
and -eventíul period of its charter, no case paralleled to the 
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present, can be adduced. But your committee forbear te 
pursue this subject farther; it is to the actual and speedy 
relief of the community, that they feel themselves called 
upon to direct their inquiry; and this they believe can be 
parily, if not wholly done, by inviting the location of such a 
branch or branches of the bank of Pennsylvania among us, 
asshe may think proper to make, with such guards and rz- 
viriclions thrown aroand jhe admission, as shall be deemed 
necessary and proper, by our own legislature, to shield it 
iromabuse. By the benefit of the operations of such anin-

“ Mr. Srraxer—lI beg leave to enter my humble protest 
to the passage of the bill which is to authorize the treasu- 
rer of the state to apply for and receive a portion of the 
surplus revenue of the United States, for the following rea- 
sons: First, by an act of congress “ to regulate the deposites- 
of the public money;”-the money which is now in the trea- 
sury of the United States, shall be deposited with such of” 
the states as would by law authorize their treasurer or 
other competent officer to receive thesame. It is expressly 

provided by the thirteenth section of the act, that the states 
on receiving their distributive shares of the surplus revenue, 
-shall by their treasurer, or other competent authority, exe- 
cute legal obligations in the form of certificates and pledge 
the faith of the state for the safe keeping and repayment 
of such sum of money as they do receive, and every part 
thereof, whenever thereunto required. The ninth section. 
of the seventh article of our state coustitution, provides that 
“no law shall be passed to raise a loan of money upon the 
credit of the state, or pledge the faith of the state for the 
redemption or payment of any loan or debt,” unless such 
law be referred to a subsequent legislature, and published 
for three months preceding the election of the members 
who are to compose such subsequent legislature. This law 
contemplates raising a loan on the credit of the state, which 
1 conceive is a violation of our state constitution; and the 
act of congress under which it is received contemplates and , 
expressly provides that the faith of the state shall be pledged 


in certain forms for the repayment and safe keeping of the 
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money; which if complied with.on the part of this legísla- 
ture, without referring the subject or law now just passed 
to the people and a subsequent legislature, would also be a 
Violation of the constitution. Another reason which has 
induced my course on the subject is my scruples with re- 
gard to the act of congress itself. There is no power con- 
ferred on. congress to collect taxes io an unnecessary amount, 
and then distribute the same among the states in the man- 
ner contempiated by the act of congress which provides for 
the distribution. The eighth section of the constitution of 
the United States confers the power on congress to lay and. 
collect taxes, imposts and excises, to pay the debts and pro- 
vide for the common defence and general welfare of the | 
United States; that all duties, imposts and excises shall be. 
uniform throughout the United States. Admitting that the 
revenue laws are uniform throughout the United States,lit 
is obvious to my mind that the distribution is not equal or 
authorized by the constitution of the United States. And 
if the act of congress is unconstitutional, that the co-opéra- - 
ticn on the part of this state is equally a violation of that - 
sacred instrument, so justly consecrated in the hearts of the 
American people. In conclusion, should this sum of money 
be received, it will create a debt to that amount, which is 
Nable to the call of the federal government. it may be pre- 
served and husbanded safely and carefully by our state au- 
thorities; but i have my fears, that by the indiscretion and 
rrotigacy of some subsequent legislature, it may be scat- 
tered to the four winds of heaven without subserving any 
useful purpose. I entertain no doubt. that when received. 
it will be expended in some way, and perhaps for a variety 
af purposes. Our federal government and state institutions 
are noz exempt from the vicissitudes of fortune. The rava- 
ges of war, or the extravagant expenditure of the govern- 
ment of the United States, and a thousand other unforeseen 
events, may at a time unpropitious for the people of this 
state, produce a call for this debt; and let me ask. where is 
-t to come from? The question is easily solved: From the 
pockets of the people. Wil the people willingly respond? 
Whatever time ttis happens, there will, in my humble 
opinion, arise 2 more dangerous contest between the states 
and general government, than has ever been witnessed in 
the country. Entertaining these views, I most solemnly, 
but respectfully protest against the passage of ibis law.

Sreaxer—The select committee, to whom was re- 
Serred the bill incorporating the central bank of Mississippi, 
to be lucated at Madisonville, with instructions to repart 
the amount of banking capital already in the cour ty of 
Madison; and also, the amount of its exports and resources, 
have had the same under consideration, and now beg leave 
to report, that they have, in this investigation, endeavored 
to lay before the bouse, the most authentic information 
within their reach, on the several suojects, On the first 
subject, they report, that the banking capital of the county, 
consists of two branches, with a mere nominal aggregate 
capital of one hundred and twenty thousand dollars; but 
‘that neither of the above branches, have ever received the 
amount above specified and prescribed in the charter by 
which these locations have been made; bat like all ether 
branch banks in this state, are completely under the control 
of the parent bank; which, when they have a redundance 
of capital at home, send a miserable pittance to the branch- 
es, bat in amounts so small, and at periods so encertain, as 
t> afford a very limited pecuniary relief, and jadeed may be 
regarded as much an evilasa blessing; as they haw: gener- 
ally held forth to the planting interests the prespects of fa- 
cilities, upon which speculations have been made and con- 
tracts entered into, which facilities have not been realized 
wien apolicd for; and in many instances, serious disap- 
pointments have resulted. This, the histery of every branch 
recently established, will conclusively confirm. They are 
the mere shadows of a bank, without possessing the resour- 
cos of permanent relief. 

From all experience in banks and banking operations, the 
<ymmittee do 1 0* hesitate to say, that in their op'n’ea, an 
independent bank, with a real capital of two hundred thou- 
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sand dollars, well conducted, would be more efficient, and 
be able to extend more general facilities and real benefits 
to the people, than the two branches above mentioned. An 
independent bank is free and untrammeled; it can fully 
exert its fiscal energies in the extension of its legitimate 
purposes. It is not like a branch, subject to the capricious 
ruin of a parent directory, at whose potent nod, they must 
yield a tame, implicit obedience; for it is well known, that 
the wants ofthe immediate community in which the present 
institution is located, have to be first supplied, before the 
necessities of the branches are esteemed worthy of serious 
consideration, and have been generally given by the corpo- 
ration as doceurs, to make friends, rather than afford facili- 
ties they ostensibly hold forth. In the instances under con- 
sideration, the ostensible facilities have served to tantalize 
their wants, not to relieve them; and the citizens for whose 
benefit these branches were apparently intended, have not 
yet been so fortunate as to realize their advantages, and 
they are, consequently, very justly under the hand of their 
disapprobation. +, i 

So much for the branches already employed for the relief 
of that county and the county contiguous. The next sub- 
ject is our resources and our present exports. To this, they 
respond, that from every source they could derive informa- 
tion on the subject, the amount of cotton which will be pro- 
duced in the county of Madison the current year, will be 
fifty thousand bales, worth at least three millions of dollars, 
whilst the county is comparatively vet in its infancy; with 
large, rich, and fertile forests, where the hand of industry 
has not yet madea sign of iis ameliorating influence, and 
which now lies waste for want of capital, to reduce it to 
cultivation, to develope iis prolific resources; and that with 
the extension of the necessary facilities to her citizens, her 
exports will increase in a short time, very far beyond the 
present amount, being very different from most of the coun- 
ties of the state. Her territory is generally very rich, and 
all highly susceptible of cultivation; amply remunerating 
the planter for his labor, increasing the wealth of the coun- 
ty, and tending to greatly aggrandize the standing and char- 
acter of the state. . 

¥rom these views of her condition, her present and pros- 
pective resources, they are convinced that her interests de- 
mands an increase of banking facilities. Predicating their 
opinions on the most sound, practical, and able calculations 
of financial economists on the subject, ihe committee will 
not stop to draw the invidious parallel between her exports, 
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natural resources, and the banking facilities she enjoys; ana 
that of Rankin, Adams, Warren, or any other section of the 
state. They predicate their estimate and conclusions, on 
the high ground of justice, liberty and sound political eco- 
nomy. The best financiers of the day admit, that any com- 
munity can safely and profitably employ capital, to double 
the amount of their annual exports. Facts, so self evident. 
need no demonstration, to be fully appreciated by any capa- 
city, the least familiar with commercial relations. If then, 
this acknowledged principle will apply to communities gen- 
erally, were improvements are stationary, where the in- 
crease of the raw materials upon which commerce is prin- 
cipally based are limited, how much may not this principle 
be extended with the most prosperous results, in a commu- 
nity just in the youth of its prospective gréatness, to which 
goalit only asks permission to arrive, by throwing off the 
clogs which now embarrass its mareh? 

Experience has proven to the citizeús of that county, that 
their interests absolutely require a certain amount of efficient 
capital, as an auxilary, to enable them to bring into cultiva- 
tion, the fertile lands, that a few years since, where the dul! 
and silent forester, unmolested by cultivation or improve- 
ment, pursued his game; and being unable to procure these 
facilities at home, they have been forced abroad upon the 
cold, unfeeling grasp, of the commission merchants; and for 
a while, their sales yielding such prolific returns, iney were 
enabled to pay the excessive interest and commissions, thus 
extorted on their necessities. -But these withering extor- 
tions have so rapidly increased, creating such an incubus. 
as to render them no longer tolerable to be borne; from 
under which, the groans of the oppresséd planter loudiy 
ascends the temple of sympathy, for justice and protection. 
Íf this course is much longer persisted in, her planters mus: 
cease to be proud, chivalrous freemen, and become the vas- 
sals of New Orleans. This may be said, with deep regret. 
to be the condition to which Mississippiis rapidly approxi- 
mating in their present course of policy. ‘The excessive in- 
terest we now pay to New Orleans, over the regular inter- 
est of the state, amounts annually to a sum so enormous, as 
to excite the most morbid sensibility. Like the caragalater, 
the commission merchants have entwined themselves around 
us so closely, that their absorbing powers have almost ex- 
' hausted our very vitality, leaving us a lean, unhealthy, de- 
pressed trunk, of a once proud and vigorous trec. Cut loose 
this baneful embrace, and our youthful constitution will soon 
recuperate, and proudly stand upon that high eminence that 
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awaits us. A spirit strange, unnatural, and suicidal, ap» 
pears to have swayed and directed our policy. Every thing. 
has tended continually to create a dependence on the part 
of our citizens, to the city of New Orleans. Like the de-- 
pendant ward, we have looked to her for protection and sup- 
port. Nostate project has been encouraged; no scheme of 
commercial importance has been fostered with parental 
eare; but with all filial respect, we have appealed to our. 
guardian protector for succor and relief, in the hour of need, 
until we are approx«mating the territory of complete vas- 
salage; like the many sources that silently wend their 
course, to embosom in the parent of waters, and swell its 
proud volume, the wealth of this state has been gradually 
pouring into that city, giving it its present importance, and 
leaving us the mere shadow of what we might be under the 
kind influence of a more genial policy. That it is high 
time to abandon this ruinous policy, must be apparent to all,. 
the least familiar with our truesituation. It is high time to 


create at home, those resources and facilities which we have 


had heretofore to seek abroad on such onerous and apper- 
pine conditions. If there are any advantages, let our own 
citizens enjoy them fully. o 

If, as our experience. has most conclusively proven, we 
need additional barking facilities to promote the interest 
and subserve ihe convenience of our citizens, reason and: 
justice require them to be increased, and not ferce them 
abroad, on the mercy of cold, heartiess strangers, who have 
for them, not one common feeling, but who fatten upon their 
distress. The history of every age and nation proves, that 
the prosperity ard wealth of people, depend not so much on 
ihe extent and fertility of their soil, as in the amount of use- 
fal capital (bey are able to employ; as all the various por- 
tions of created nature, lecms with wealth, if we have only 
the auxiliary facilities for changing their character and 
modifying their rough inherent qualities, so as to appropri- 
ate them to the various uses of life. The artist forms the 
chaste and godlike stature, from the rough block of marble. 
The mincr penetrates the bowels of the carth, and extracts — 
from thence, its valualle minerals, which are soon appropri-- 
ated to the important uses of seciely. The mechanic 
changes the rough forcst cak into the various forms of me- 
chanism, so subservient to cur convenience and comfort. 
The planter is enabled to make the virgin soi] yield her 
fruitful harvest. Hycry part of the great stupenduous 
whole, is made subservient in promoting the general inter- 
est, prosperity, and bappiness;-and without the use of these. 
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auxiliaries, every government or staté is doomed to remain 
in poverty and obscurity. It is commerce that improves 
and enriches a nation, which cannot thrive to any extent, 
without sound active capital as a medium of exchange. But 
some assert, that by increasing the banking capital of the 

country, you create traps and means to deceive and ruin the 

people. These objections are so futile and unnecessary, as" 
scarcely to require a serious attempt at refutation. There 

is no blessing that ever emanated from heaven, that is not 

liable to abuse; and to have the good and wise designs for 

which it was intended, perverted from its legitimate purpose, 

and made an instrument of evil. But because a blessing is 

liable to abuse, shall the world be deprived ofits advantages? 

Shonld the freezing man, whose faculties were benumbed 

and palsied with cold, be deprived of the renovating and 

genial warmth of a fire, for fear he should burn himself? 

Or should the man who is parching with a feverish thirst, be 

restrained from the cool transparent brook, for fear he 

should drink too much? These objections certainly reflect 

no little disparagement on the capability of mankind for 

self government. The principles of justice and liberality, 

demand that the blessings of commerce and society should 

be dispensed with an equal and liberal hand, when under 

the control of the legislature. It would be a strange and 

unreasonable doctrine, to deprive the prudent from the en- 

joyment of important facilities, such as their interest abso- 

lutely demands, because, forsooth, the imprudent should 

turn them to abuse. 

In conclusion, your committee, after having investigated 
the subject, and considering its present exports of the coun- 
ty; its great resources, yet undeveloped; its ability to safely 
and profitably employ a considerable amount of banking 
capital; and the small amount already in its employment,do 
recommend the passage of the bill-which they have had un- 
der consideration, and which accompanies this report. Ali 
of which is most respectfully submitted.

Gentlemen of the senate and house of representatizes— 

I am induced to present for your consideration, a sub- 
ject, which the experience of this department seems to ren- 
der necessary. ‘The sumallowed for the contingent expenses 
of the executive department, is inadequate to the demands 
made upon it. The amount placed at the disposition of the 
executive, is two thousand dollars; and from the great in- 
crease of population, and the consequent additional drafts 
upon this fund, I feel it to be a duty, to recommend an in- 
crease of one thousand dollars, A l 

For many years, my predecessors have allowed ard paid 
a certain amount to the auditor of public accounts and state 
treasurer, for office rent, out of the contingent fund. Fol- 
lowing this example, I have also allowed and paid for a 
time, to these functionaries, office rent, at the rate of twen- 
ty dollars per month. I have, however, withheld tbe pay-- 
ment for the last two quacters, in consequence of the many 
demands made upon this fund, and those to which the-de- 
partment are constantly liable. 

The secretary of state alone, has been furnished with ar 
office for the transaction of. public business. The constitu- 
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tion requires that the executive officers of the state should _ 


reside at this place; and the plan of the capital now in pro-* 
gress, provides apartments for them. if you should deem 
it proper that office rents should be paid them until the 
completion of that building, 1 recommend that provision be 
made for it. 

I would also beg leave to recommend to your favorable 
consideration, the accounts that will be presented by the 
gentlemen I employed for the distribution of the pzoclama- 
tion, convening you at this time. The services they per- 
formed, in order to effect the convocation at so early a pe- 
riod, were indispensible, and a proper compensation should 
be awarded them. I advanced about two hundred dollars 
to defray their expenses, which, I presume, will fully cover 
their expenditures; and it remains for you, as the appro- 
priate judges, to fix the compensation that should be allow- 
ed them. 

I had occasion to make a demand on the governor of 
Tennessee, for a negro man, a fugitive from justice, charg- 
ed with having committed a murder in the county of Mar- 
shall, and appointed James T. Phillips, agent on the part 
of the state, to receive from the proper officers of that state, 
said fugitive, and to deliver him over to the sheriff of Mar- 
shall county. Mr. Phillips received from his excellency, 
governor Cannon, the necessary mandate, and demanded 
said negro: but the prisoner was so seriously indisposed 
at the time, that he could not be removed. Mr. P. there- 
fore returned without him; and in a short time after, I re- 
ceived a letter from the sheriff of Shelby county, stating 
that the prisoner was dead. On this occasion, 1 advanced 
to Mr. Phillips two hundred and fifly dollars, which more 
than covers his expenses, as his account will show; but the 
compensation for his services, remains to be settled.

was referred the memorial of sundry citizens of the county 
of Hinds, requesting the legislature to memorialize congress 
in relation to the expediency of receiving into the union, 
Texas, made the following report thereon, to wit: 

Mr. Srraker—The select committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the memorial and resolutions of sundry citizens of 
Hinds county, requesting the legislature to memorialize 
the congress of the United States, in relation.to the expe- 
diency and necessity of receiving Texas into the union 
without delay; and desiring that the representatives of this 
state in congress, be requested, and the senators be instruct- 
ed, to vote for the same, have had the same under consider- 
ation; and having given to this highly important subject, as 
thorough an investigation as their limited time will permit; 
and having duly considered the many. important circum- 
stances connected with the subject, have instructed me to 
make the following report, as the result of their delibera- 
tions. That their decided conviction is,that the speedy 
annexation of Texas to this republic,.is.a measure highly 
advisable in a national point of view, and of most imperious 
necessity to.the future safety and happiness of the southern 
states of this confederacy; and they feel fully assured, that , 
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every consideratiog will most completely sanction and jus- . 
tify this important measure. 

Texas has now assumed her place among the indepen- 
dent nations of the earth. She stands at present, recog- 
nized as a free and independent republic by our own go- 
vernment; and so very manifest and irresistible, are her 
claims to recognition as an independent power, upon well 
known grounds of international law, that there is not the 
smallest reason to doubt, that she will be speedily hailed as 
such by the governments of every civilized nation upon the 
face of the habitable globe. She is de facto as well as de 
jure, independent of all foreign authority. She has incon- 
testibly proven to the world, that she can maintain the in- 
dependence which she has asserted, against the power that 
has heretofore challenged her allegiance. She has, in re- 
peated batiles, triumphantly routed the savage hosts of 
Mexico; driven the barbarian mercenaries of the usurper in 
fell dismay, far beyond her boundaries. She has even sub- * 
jugated to captivity, the sovereign of México himself, aná 
held him for months in durance,in view øf the whole civi- 
lized world; untilat length, persuaded by foreign interposi- 
tion, and his own earnest promises of justice to accede to her 
reasonable demands of redress, she has with a magnanimity 
unexampled in history, restored him again to liberty. Her 
strength is every day rapidly increasing; and indeed, the 
moral force of her cause, is now such, that no reasonable 
. man can question her entire capability, if the laurel of peace 
be not awarded to ber valient and chivalrous people, and 
future exemption from annoyment assured, successfully to 
carry the war to the very gates of the Mexican capital; yes, 
to prostrate into ruins, the il) constructed and tottering fa- 
bric of despotism, which for years past, under the delusive 
name of government, has overshadowed with a dark, por- 
tentous cloud, the liberties of a wretched and unhappy peo- 
ple, who know only by name, the blessings of liberty. ‘The 
government of the United States, in recognizing the inde- 
pendence of Texas, it is very obvious, has done nothing 
more, than the laws of nations demanded at her hands; no- 
_ thing. more- than she has always done ib similar cases; ne- 
thing more than was fally authorized by the example of civ- 
ilized nations, whenever a people claiming recognition as 
. an independent power, have furnished satisfactory proofs of 
their ability to sustain that claim triumphantly in arms. 

The independence of Texas being thus placed by the 
course of events, beyond reasonable question, it has become 
a matter of serious and interesting inquiry, whether she will 
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now constitute a separate nation, or in accordance with her 
expressed wishes, be received into political association with 
the twenty-six sovereign states which compose this great 
republic, The wishes of the people of Texas have already 
been made known; they desire to blend their political des- 
tiny with ours; and such a desire is certainly but natural, 

laced as Texas is;-in immediate juxtaposition, with the 
United States; iahabited by a people cherishing the samc 
idomitable love of freedom, already furnished with institu- 
tions homogenous with our own; her sons speaking the same 
language with ourselves; derived from the same glorious 
ancestry; and cherishing the same proud reminiscences of 
former achievements... 

In recommending the speedy annexation @ Texas to the 
United States, the committee are influenceu greatly by the 
following cogent reasons. 

It is evident, that Texas is, at pres nt, ful'v authorized by 
the laws of nations, te form commercial tre ties, and trea- 
ties offensive and defensive, if she choose so Lo do, with fo- 
reign powers. Treaties of the former kind, varying almost 
infinitely in their stipylations, exist between all the civililiz- 
ed nations of the world. ‘Treaties of the latter kind have 
been frequently entered into, both in ancient and modern - 
times; and, indeed, several of this class are now known to 
exist. It would be easy to imagine a commercial treaty to 
be effected by her with Great Britain or France, for exam- 
ple, which might prove highly detrimental to the commer- 
cial interests of the United States; as for instance, a treaty. 
by which for a limited time, or for years, commodities of 
British or French growth, or manufactures, should. be ad- 
mittéd into the ports of Texas,-free of duty, in considera- 
tion. of reciprocaladvantages to herself. Suck a treaty 
would have in it. nothing offensive to the laws of rations: 
and yet it is very: manifest, that the amount of detriment 
resulting from its- formation, would be very great to the 
revenue system,.as well as to the domestic manufactures of 
this republic, new asserted to need protection from con- 
gressional legislation, to enable them to compete success- 
fully with foreign fabrics. A treaty offensive or defensive, 
with either of the above nations, might by possibility, at 
some future day, afford the opportunity of conveniently in- 
troducing within our limits, the embattled legions of a fo- 
reign foe, against whose assaults, were. Texas a part of this 
republic, we would be effectually. fortified, except on our 
Atlantic coast and northern boundary. 

These, and many other considerations of a kindred char- 
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acter, upon which the committee would: be pleased to de- 
scant, did time and circumstances permit, seem to them, to 
shew conclusively, that the annexation of Texas, is of the 
highest importance to the United States, in a purely nation- 
al point of view. 

But we hasten to suggest the importance of the annexa- 
tion of Texas to this republic, upon grounds somewhat local 
in their complexion, but of an import, infinitely grave and 
interesting to the people who inhabit the soutiern portion 
of this confederacy, where it is known that a species of do- 
mestic slavery is tolerated and protected by law, whose ex- 
istence is prohibited by the legal regulations of other states 
of this confederacy; which system of slavery, is-held by all, 
who are familiarly acquainted-with its practical effects, to 
be of highly beneficial influence to the -country, within 

‘whose limits, it is permitted to exist. 

The committee feel authorized to say, that this system is 
cherished by our constituents, as the very palladium of their 
prosperity and happiness, and whatever ignorant fanatics 
may elsewhere conjecture, the committee are fully assured, 
upon the most diligent observation and reflection on the 
subject, that the south does not possess within her limits a 
blessing, with which the affections of her people are so 
closely entwined and so completely enfibred, and whose va- 
lue is more highly appreciated, than that which we are now 
considering. 

Under the influence of this system, the rich forests of the 
south and west, have given way to fine cultivated fields, 
beaming with the richest products of agriculture. Villages, 
towns and cities, have sprung up,as if by magic. The arts 
and sciences have been made to flourish, where the voice 
of the barbarian would alone have been heard to resound; 
or where savage beasts of prey would yet find a quiet assy- 
Jam. To this system, we owe more than we can well esti- 
mate, of domestic comfort and social happiness. To it, are 
we chiefly indebted for the lofty spirit of liberty, which so ` 
eminently distinguishes the proud and highminded inhabi- 
tanis of this happy region. By this system,.the happiness of 
the white man has been augmented beyond calculation; and 
by means of it also, has the condition and: comforts of the 
black man, been greatly amplified;: providing for them, 
both more of all the blessings of civilation, than could be 
possibly enjoyed, were the rude hands of the infuriate fana- 
tics, once made strong enough to uprootit from our midst. 

Well do we know, and infinite is the surprise which we 

. feel, that those. fanatics, with all: the sanctimonious forms 
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ahid authority of religion, are constantly denouncing the 
system; that it is a system expressly recommended in the old 
testament, and not inhibited in the new, and should, there- 
fere, set af rest, the most fastidious religious scruples. But 
without further argument, (and upon this subject, southern 
‘men should scorn to dwell in argument,) we declare it to be 
our own inherent, cherished and venerated domestic system. 
with which no individual or set of individuals, in any part 
of the world, save oursclves, can intermeddle, without the 
most daring presumption; and which cveryssouthern man, 
worthy the name, is resolved before high heaven, to protect 
and sustain, if need be, even at the hazard of his life. This 
system has been recently most daringly assailed by canting 
hypocrites on both sides of the Atlantic, with a virulence 
which belongs to neither heaven or earth; and every exer- 
_tion is even now making by men, whose ignorance of the 
true condition of the slave, is only exceeded by the spirit of 
malignily-with which they are endeavoring to enlist reli- 
gious and sectional prejudices against it; who unrestrained 
by the endearing ties of a common origin; disregarding the 
perpetuity of institutions consecrated by the blood and suf- 
ferings of a common ancestry; disregarding all the horrors 
of a civil war, of a general wreck and ruin; they are at- 
tempting with a cruel hand, to invade the sanctuary of our 
dearest rights, and dessecrate its sacred altars. 

The quiet of the south has already been disturbed by 
these incendiary efforts. Although no apprehensions of a se-* 
rious character have yet been felt by the people of the 
south, in relation to our ability to protect our own rights, as 
a dernier alternative; yet a spirit has been enkindled in va- 
rious quarters, toan extent-highly unpropitious to the integ-- 
rity of our glorious union. Eo 

. A vigilance has been provoked among us, calculated, in 
an eminent degree, to diminish that social amity and frater- 
nal feeling of confidence, without which, that magnificent 
confederated system, reared up by the wisdom of our ances- 
tors, and preserved by the patriotic spirit of succeeding 
generations, must, ere long, tumble into remediless ruin. It 
is truly painful to those, who sincerely love their country, 
and properly revere cur sacred union, to be constrained: 
to indulge even in the momentary contemplation of conse- 
quences, so: doleful as those with which we are threatened.. 
But in the language of an illustrious sage of olden time, 
“letus know the worst and provide for it;” let us diligently 
feret out all the machinations of our enemies, ana calmly 
but energetically, procced to counteract them. 
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During the last winter, the hall of representatives in con- 
gress, was, for the jirst time, desecrated with a petition 
from slaves, on the subject of abolition. This petition was 
unblushingly brought forward by one, who has formerly en- 
joyed much of the confidence of his countrymen, even ele- 
vated to the first office within thejy gift. This individual 

ras no other than John Q. Adams, of Massachusetts. So * 
portentous a movement as this, was well calculated to cre- 
ate deep aud serious sensations among the southern repre- 
sentatives of all parties; and with deep regret, we discover, 
that it was with the utmost difficulty, that a moderate vote 
of censure was passed upon this daring assailant on the 
rights of the south; and indeed, so very strong was this out- 
rageous act sustained by the northern feeling, that the 
southern members were, for a while, strongly of the opin- 
ion, that the interest of their constituents would not sanction 
a farther participation in the federal legislation, until full 
satisfaction was given for the insult and injury offered to 
southern rights. Who can doubt, that at this period, the. 
pillars of this republic were shaken most violently; or that 
the incendiary spirit of abolition would have been justly re- 
sponsible for the evil it had so seriously threatened to pro- 
duce. 

Abolition societies, created in a fiendish spirit of malig- 
nity, discreditabie to the dignity of the human character, are 
at this time, multiplying with astonisbing rapidity in the 
New England states. Even ministers of the gospel, heres 
tofore enjoying much reputation for holiness and inteli- 
gence; an individual possessed perhaps of more moral influ- 
ence than any other on this side the Atlantic, (we allude to 
Dr. Channing.) has rot hesitated,to become the avowed and 
open advocate of these furicus fanatics. Two of the New 
England states have gone so far, as to pass abolition resolu- 
tions; and we learn, thatin Massachusetts, the ensuing elec- 
tions will be made to turn almost entirely on this subject. 

It may not be improper here to remark, that during the 
last session of congress, when a senator from Mississippi 
proposed the acknowledgment of Texian independence, it 
was found with very few exceptions, the members of that 
body were ready to take ground upon it as.upon the subject 
of slavery itself. 

With all these facts before us, we do not: hesitate in be- 
lieving, that these feelings influenced the New England 
senators, but one voting in favor of the measure; and indeed 
Mr. Webster has been bold enough, in a public speech, de- 
divered recently in New-York, to many thousand citizens, to 
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declare, that the reasons that influenced his opposition, was 
his abhorrence to slavery in the south, and that it might, in 
the event of its recognition, become a slave-holding state, 
He also spoke of the efforts making in favor of abolition; 
and that being predicated upon and aided by the powerful 
influence of religious feéfing, it would become irresistible 
and overwhelming. 

This language, coming from so distinguished an indivi- 
dual as Mr. Webster; so familiar with the feelings of the 
north, and entertaining so high a respect for public senti- 
ment in New England, speaks so plainly the voice of the 
north, as not to be misunderstood. 

We sincerely hope there is enough good sense and gen- 
uine love of country among our fellow countrymen of the 
northern states, to secure us final justice on this subject; 

et we cannot consider it safe or expedient for the people 
of the south to entirely disregard the efforts of the fanatics, 
and the opinions of such men as Mr. Webster, and others, 
who countenance such dangerous doctrines. This unholy 
crusade has not only a potent band of moral agitators in 
our own country, but they are encouraged and stimulated 
to action by a hypocritical fraternity of poler philanthro- 
phists across the atlantic, headed by the recreant and pur- 
chased champion of Ireland's wrongs, whose eyes have 
ceased to weep over the notorious griefs of his own country- 
men, that they may more conveniently distill the tears of 
briny sympathy over the fancied ills which appertain to a 
foreign land, It is true that the president in his inaugural 


address, has taken a decided stand in favor of the rights of 


the south; but this affords us a’ very precarious safeguard 
against the tide of fanaticism which is rapidly setting 
against us. The time is rapidly approximating when our 
northern territory, which is fast populating,. will claim ad- 
mission into the union, and when those who now avow the 
opinion openly that the crusade that has been commenced 


against slavery in the south, is instigated and sustained by 


religious feeling, will be able to give us more serious an- 
noyance than we have heretofore experienced. 

The northern states have no interests of their own which 
require any special safeguards for their defence, save 
only their domestic manufactures; and God knows they 
have already received protection from government, on a 
most liberal scale; under which encouragement they have 
improved and flourished beyond example. The south has 
very peculiar interests to preserve; interests already vio- 
lently assailed and baldly threatened. 
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Your committee are fully persuaded that this protection 
to her best interest will be afforded by the annexation of 
Texas; an eguipoise of influence in the halls of congress will 
be secured, which will furnish us a permanent guarantee 
of protection. . Whilst the south claims no ascendency in 
the national councils: while she has no motives of local 
policy to stimulate her to unauthorized interference with the 
municipal negotiations of the nonsslave holding states, the 
committee do entertain a thorough conviction that the 
south is at least entitled to absolute exemption from farther 
molestation on this exciting subject; and that it has a clear 
and unquestionable right to claim that all measures conso- 
nant with fairness, and even high toned liberality, that would 
have a tendency to shicld us entirely against any infraction 
af our rights, which may be attempted by those who, with 
the language of peace upon their lips, and professions of 
regard for the union of these „sovereign and independent 
states, yet prove by their acts, that they desire above all 
things, to scatter arrows, fire brands and destruction in our 
midst, and appear solemnly resolved that this union, estab. 
- fished by patriotism, which should, in truth, be one and in- 
separable, now and forever, shall yet go down in fire and 
biood, and desolation. 

li has been urged, by sectional prejudice, that the recog- 
“nition by the Untted States of Texian independence, is of 
too recent origin to justify her immediate admission into 
the confederacy. The committee confess that they can see 
no force, or even plausibility, in this objection, When a 
foreign government has been once fairly recognized, as 
Texas has now been, by the United States, and even diplo- 
matic relations having been established with her, she is 
evidently as faliy entitled to be considered by the nation 
recognizing her, as being as fully possessed of all the attri- 
butes of national sovereignty, as itis possible for her to be- 
_ come at any future period; and, therefore, Texas must be 

deemed by our government, at least, as fully authorized to 
enter upon a treaty of annexation now, as if she had exist- 
ed as an independent nation for centuries. Upon the ques- 
tien of recognition, every government is considered as act- 
ing absolutely on its own judgment; and when her opinion 
shall have once been distinctly expressed, a decent regard 
for her own dignity, will admonish her that she is bound to 
act in all respects, in strict accordance with that opinion, 
without regard to the views or opinions of any other nation 
whatever. The United States having then recognized the 
independence of Texas, is bound to consider her, in all re- 
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spects, as capable at once to entetupon the work ofannex- 


ation. Should the United States await the recognition of 
Texas by Mexico, when may such an event be anticipated. 
Ifthe precedent furnished by Spaiff to Mexico herself, be 
considered as furnishing any light on the subject, as to the 
probable conduct of the Mexican government towards 
Texas, there is clearly no hope of such an event immedi- 


ately, for Spain has not, to this day, recognized the inde- 


pendence of Mexico, notwithstanding she was acknowledg- 
ed by the United States as early as the year (822, The 
Netherlands had existed as an independent power for many 

ears before Spain renounced her supremacy, at the treaty 
of Westphalia, in 1648. The declaration of the indepen- 
dence of Portugal occurred in the year 1640, and yet her 
independence was not acknowledged by Spain until 1668; 
and it is here proper to remark that the United States does 
not stand alone in relation to the negotiation of Texian in- 
dependence, for the force of her authority has been much 
increased by the action of the British government, which 
has a diplomatic agent now.in Texas. These objections 
appear so light and flimsy as not to bear the scrutiny of in- 
vestigation, and scarcely merit a passing notice. Your 
committee will stop to notice but one other objection, which 
is frequently urged against this measure—namely, our pre- 
sent great extent of territory. Arguments to sustain this 
vbjection are generally sought in the history of ancient na- 
tions, of which Rome is the most prominent example in 
point; which was, of all the nations of antiquity, the most ` 
extensive in territory; the most powerful in its resources; 
the most improved in the arts and sciences; the most pre- 
eminent in her municipal jurisprudence; the most formida- 
ble with her armies; and the most important in point of na- 
tional character. But in many important particulars, the 
difference between the two governments is very strongly 
marked, and the contrast easy to discriminate. The Ro- 
man empire comprehended upwards of one hundred subju- 
gated provinces, of different origin; speaking different lan- 
guges; influenced by different customs, rites and religion; 
governed by arbitrary laws, in the enactment of which they 
had no voice: having, in a word, no interest in the preser- 
vation of the government, they sought for every opportunity 
tot hrow off its burdens... Thus constructed, it required the 
constant employment of a large army to- preserve obedi- 
ence among its constituent parts. This large military force, 
in time, consolidated the whole into an absolute military 
despotism. In the United sy the case is very different; 
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we have descended from the same common ancestry, spedk 
the -same language; profess the same religion; inspired by 
the same love of country; subject to laws of our own enact- 
ments united upon principle, not force, and closely. bound 
together by the strongest ties that can unite mankind in 
society or government. And from the great and rapidly in- 
creasing facilities for travelling and intercommunication 
between different portions of the country, our interests are 
becoming identified, and with the adoption of this policy, 
we may soon become so completely assimilated in feeling 
and interest, as to constitute one great political family, 
bound by ties-indissoluble, perpetuating the institutions of 
the republic greatly improved, to the latest posterity, as its 
richest legacy. i 

The extent of fertile soil, with salubrity of climate, so re- 
markablein Texas, would furnish in its annexation to the 
union, homes and fortunes to many of our needy citizens; 
with a great increase of the valuable staple, exports of the 
country, greatly augmenting our wealth, importance and 
national greatness. In all the various bearings in which the 
committee have been able to view this important: subject, 
they are thoroughly convinced of the expediency of the 
annexation as early as practicable. And in conclusion 
would ask leave to offer the following resolutions for the con- 
‘sideration of the legislature: 

Resolved, That it is expedient in a national point of view 
` to comply with the desire of Texas, to become an integral 

portion of this confederacy without delay. 

Resolved, That the annexation of Texas to this republic 
is essential to the future safety and repose of the southern 
states of this confederacy. 

Resolved, That our senators in congress be instructed, and 
our representatives be requested, to use their best exertions 
to procure the annexation of Texas to the United States, as 
early as practicable.

It also appeared to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee, from the testimony before them, that judge Coalter 
continued to reside at Jackson, where he lived when elect- 
ed, until some time in January last. That about the last 
-of January or first of February, he married in Warren 
county. That he shortly after that, agreed to interchange 
the holding of the courts in his circuit, with the honorable. 
judge Bodley. That he held a special court for Warren 
county, in February last, and has been on judge Bodley’s 
circuit, holding courts since the spring circuit has com- 
menced. It also appeared, that judge -Coalter, when not 
engaged in holding courts in. judge Bodley’s circuit, was, 
the most of his time, occupied in attending to private busi- 
ness, in Washington, Adams, and other counties in this‘ 
state, and out of his circuit. It also appeared, that judge 
Coalter was now engaged in improving a place near Jack- 
son; and had, on many occasions, refused to resign his office 
and remove to Warren county, although his wife’s relations 
had urged him to do so. He still insisted that he would - 
bring his family 'to Jackson, as soon ds he’could procure a 
comfortable place to live in, and urged some of the citizens 
‘to use their exertions to have his house completed, which 
he had employed a werkman to build, and had made a con- 
tract for the lumber-some time before his marriage. As to 
the charge’of having bailed a felon convict, for grand lar- 
ceny, it appeared in evidence to the committee, that after 
one Isaac Davis was convicted of grand larceny or some 
other misdemeanor, and before any sentence had been pro- 
nounced against said criminal, that judge Coalter, on the 
-application of the counsel er one of them, of the defendant 
‘Davis, that the judge did permit him to go at large, on 
-giving bail to appear at court from day to day, until dis- 
‘charged by the court. j 
It appeared to the committee, from evidence, that the 
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supreme court of this state had permitted bail in similar 
cases, after conviction; and that such was the practise with 
the judges of the circuit court, in many cases, both in this 
state and others. 

The committee, after due deliberation on the testimony - 
and memorial, are of opinion, that judge Coalter is now a 
citizen of Jackson, and has been ever since his election to 
the office of judge. That the law requiring the judges to 
record their commission, and oath of office requiring that 
the same shall be done in the first court they hold, that they 
believe that judge Coalter bad complied with that requi- 
site in Lowndes county, where he held the first court. That 
the judge in bailing Isaac Davis, had not violated the con-

In obedience to an order of the legislature, the commis- 
sioners of public buildings would respectfally state, that

their report to the legislature in January last, accompanied - 


by that of the state architect, and to which they beg to re- - 


fer, contained a development of all circumstances relative 
to the public buildings, which occurred to the board from 
the time of their organization up to that period: since then 
the stone work of the basement story has progressed stea- 


dily, and is now nearly completed. When this difficult , 


eperation is ended, we know of no obstacle which ean ime 
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pedë the speedy progress of the buildings. Mr. Landry - 


Lindsay has undertaken to furnish brick—this contract re- 


guires them to be made of suitable clay, well tempered, 


state architect. Mr. Lindsay, on «losing his contract, pro- 
ceeded with bis wonted energy, and at great expense pro- 
curred, from a distance, skilful hands and mechanics of 
‘great repute in manufacturing brick. His first essay, in 
making, was not successful, which he attributed to the very 
bad weather in which they were made, to some defect in 


_ neatly moulded and well burned, to the satisfaction of the - 
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the clay, and to something improper in the machine.. 


Mr. Lindsay now.appears to be sanguine of success— he 
has procurred a better machine, and found, on the ground 
located for the penitentiary, clay ofa more suitable quality, 
and with-which he is now manufacturing brick, and pro- 
mises a speedy supply of such as shall be in accordance 


.. with his contract, and none others will be received; but if, 


unfortunately, this mode of manufacturing brick should fail 
‘entirely, it will be attended with little hindrance to the 
. building, as Mr. Lindsay is in possession of a force, and 
every other facility,to make twice the number required for 
the state capital, in the ‘ordinary way, this season. 

Mr. Lindsay has also the contract for the brick work of 
the penitentiary, in which a commencement has been made. 

Heretofore, mach. difficulty was experienced in procuring 
lime; but this has at length been obviated. Mr. John Long, 
possessing, perhaps, the only bed of limestone rock within 
reasonable distance from the public building, has contract- 
` ed to furnish all that may be required. Ue some time since 
applied a considerable force to this purpose, and there is 
no doubt of an abundant supply of this material of excel- 
lent quality. E ; 

The brick work of the state capital has been contracted 
for by Mr. Robert McDonald, who comes well recommends 
ed from New Orleans; he has an ample force at his com- 
mand. 

Messrs. Dalcy and McKee, contractors for the carpen- 


- ter’s work, have made considerable progress in their con-* 


tract—more mills having been erected in the neighbor- 
hood, an ample supply of timber cannot be doubted. 

In conclusion, the commissioners would further siate that 
they entertain the opinion that the state capitol will, with- 
out doubt, be covered in during the present year, and that 
suitable rooms will be provided therein, for the accommo- 
dation of the legislature, at the next January session.
